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Light Affect You? 


NE RECENT SUMMER some friends and I 
O made a tour of a famous scenic attraction— 

deep, exotically beautiful subterranean cav- 
erns. Deep into the earth we went, through one huge 
cavern after another, beholding scenes of overwhelm- 
ing splendor. Indescribable beauty is buried there far 
below the surface of the earth. 

However, neither of the stalagmites that reared 
themselves grotesquely from the cavern floors, nor the 
stalactites that clung like petrified icicles to the lofty 
ceilings, impressed me as much as something that 
was not even supposed to be an attraction. It was a 
fish! A goldfish. What had once been a goldfish, any- 
way. This fish had been placed in a pool far back in 
the caverns, where it lived in its cool waters in ab- 
solute darkness. Quite infrequently it saw the dull 
gleam of a guide’s flashlight, or the brief glow of a 
soft display light—but then there was pitch darkness 
again. When the guide turned his flashlight into the 
pool and showed us the “goldfish” I marveled that its 
gold was almost all gone! Instead of being gold it was 
turning to a chalky white. Our guide explained that 
the darkness had caused it, and that the sun would 
restore its golden beauty. 

Outside the caverns the flowers were a multicolored 
flame of beauty as they tossed in the blazing sun- 
light; the trees and the lawns were decked with rich, 
lush green. And the goldfish was fading away in the 
dark. 

Recently I looked with regret at a faded, bleached 
book jacket that had once been a livid red, but now 
was a sickly grey, slightly speckled with a nauseous 
pink. What had happened? The jacket had been ex- 
posed to the sun and its beauty had disappeared. Ex- 
posure to the sunlight gave the living leaves and grass 
and flowers richness of color, and it would have re- 
stored the fish’s color—yet it had ruined the book 
jacket by stripping it of its bright color. You see, the 
grass and leaves and the flowers and the fish were 
alive, throbbingly alive, and the jacket was dead. 

Living things not only are able to endure the light, 
but they actually flourish in, and have their beauty 
enhanced by it. Whereas, the fierce light bleaches 
inanimate or dead or artificial objects. Note this care-

fully: light preserves LIVING color and destroys AR- 
TIFICIAL color. 


The light of the gospel is like that. Those who 
have genuine, Christian life exult in the power of the 
gospel, for it adds depth and richness to their 
spiritual color. They are real, and their lives are beau- 
tiful. Recently I was told of a gentle mother by her 
adoring daughter, a mature, intelligent librarian: “I 
have never seen anyone read any current book of any 
type with more earnestness than my mother read her 
Bible. Even though I knew she had read every pas- 
sage in it time and again, I was constantly amazed 
at the way her face would light up as she read.” 


Do you read the Bible with verve equal to that 
which you read the news, the current best sellers, the 
reading fare you consume? Does the gospel thrill you? 
Does the name of Jesus excite and exalt you? Does 
correction help you and make you better? Do you 
ever hold your own life up before your personal in- 
spection so it can be improved? 


Or—does the light dazzle you, annoy you, hurt you, 
strip you of your sham and artificiality? Does the light 
of the gospel reveal you less beautiful when it is 
focused on you, or does it enhance and enrich your 
beauty by revealing the true depth of your spiritual 
color? If the gospel robs you of your beauty, perhaps 
it was never real; if the presence of Christ does not 
give you more zest and life, perhaps you have no 
spiritual life to begin with. Remember, the glorious, 
heavenly light will enrich living color, and cast aside 
artificial color. 


Then, too, the beauty of the living soul must remain 
in the light or lose itself. Hidden away in the black 
recesses of the caverns, the little fish had faded away, 
had lost its one distinguishing mark. So will darkness 
rob you if you are alive in Christ. You must remain 
in the light! 


Do not be afraid to expose yourself to the light of 
God! If you are alive in Him, it will give you added 
beauty. If you are dead to genuine spirituality, He will 
give you life. If you have played in the darkness until 
your spiritual beauty is gone, expose yourself to Him 
and He will restore -you.

HIGH POINT, N. C.—I do want 
to sound a note of praise to such 
a wonderful Saviour and Lord Je- 


sus. 
For twenty years my health had 


been really bad. I was never free 
of pain one whole day at a time. 
The doctors said there was nothing 
that could be done except go to the 
hospital. Finally, in 1 I went to 
the hospital in High Point and had 
seven operations in one and had 
three blood transfusions, but that 
did not seem to do me very much 
good. I still had to take medicine 
every day or shots for my blood. 
In 1944, I was back in the hospital, 
where I had another operation, this 
time for a different thing. I had to 
have three more blood transfusions. 
I still was not much better, and 
still had to take medicine ail the 
time. In 1950, I was back in the 
nonpren for the same operation 
that I had in 1944, This time I was 
so low that they could not even 
put me to sleep and had to operate - 
with me awake. I really believed 
my time had come. They called my 
relatives in; when I saw my sister 
I knew they did not think I would 
make it, but I know now that the 
hand of God was upon me. I realize 
the Lord was with me and He had 
a reason to save my life. At this 
time my blood was down to 36. I 
had seven more transfusions, and 
I was sent home with very little 
hope that I would ever be any bet- 
ter, and that I would have to take 
medicine all my life. 


I kept dragging on and mgees 
medicine every day until 1954. I go 
so bad that I had to go back to the 
hospital for the same operation I 
had in 1944 and 1950. This was the 
third operation for the same thing. 
By this time I was almost a com- 
plete nervous wreck, but I just kept 
on serving the devil and had 
keep on taking medicine. 

On December 19, 1955, my hus- 
band had a heart attack and died 
suddenly. I felt my world had 
come to an end. At this time my 
only son was in the army. I began 
to take dope and just lived with 
my mouth full of snuff; the only 
time I had the stuff out of my 
mouth was to eat. I had been a 
“snuff-eater” for 24 years. I could 
not sleep at night unless I took 
enough dope to put me to sleep. 
Many nights it would be 
break dawn before I could even 
doze. My son and daughter begged 
me to go to my sister’s home in 
West Virginia and stay a while. I 
believe now that they thought I 
was going crazy, and I suppose I 
was, for the enemy had such a 
hold on me I believe I was really 
demon-possessed. 

By this time I was taking $8.50 
worth of highly doped medicine a 
week besides about a dozen aspirins 
a day. My son that was in the army 
was sent overseas to Germany. This 
was just one month and nine da 
after my husband died and I really 
thought that would be the end for 
me. I felt I just could not go on, 
but the hand of God was s over 








my life. Oh, glory to God, things 
changed for me and now I look 
back and thank God that even 
though the devil had me bound, 
the Lord saw fit to reach out and 
deliver me. 

For over six years I had worked 
with a Church of God member, Sis- 
ter Lillie Mae Prosses. She kept ask- 
ing me to come to the Church of 
God, but I just kept making ex- 
cuses to her. I felt that there was 
no use in pany Be. go or do any- 
thing. She said she kept praying for 
me, and she asked her pastor, 
Brother Harold F. Douglas, to visit 
me. One day he came to see me 
and asked me if I minded his hav- 
ing a word of prayer for me. 

At that time I had a mouth full 
of snuff, but when he prayed, I 
knew that if I ever got any help 
it would be from the Lord. I began 
thinking about where I was stand- 
ing and how lost I was; I realized 
that I really did need God’s help, 
that He alone could do me any 
good. I had tried every other thing 
and it had failed, so I made u 
my mind then and there that if 
God would save me after I had 
served sin and the devil so long. I 
would put my whole life in 
hands. Brother and Sister George 
Rogers came by and took me 
the East Commerce Street Church 
of God, and that night I knelt at 
an old-fashioned altar for prayer. 
Oh, glory to God, He rolled the bur- 
den of sin away, healed my ony, 
and delivered me from the snuff 
habit. I have not wanted any more. 
Since that time I have not taken 
a drop of medicine or any aspirins, 
not even one dose of anything. God 
instantly healed me. That hap- 
pened April 8, 1956. That was over 
2 years ago and I am still healed. 
Since then I have been sanctified 
and baptized with the sweet Holy 
Ghost, baptized in water and added 
to the great Church of God. 

I can truly say that since getting 
saved, I have really just started to 
live.

Out-of-dete procedures, the be- 
hind-the-time ideas were blamed 
for the weak areas in the average 
Sunday School. The leaders agreed 
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that methods as modern as the 
missile must be coupled together 
with the message of God’s Word 
to reach today’s man. With modern 
mechanics and supernatural dy- 
namics a Sunday School revolution 
is inevitable. 


ATTITUDE SURVEY CONSIDERED 


A Sunday School attitude survey 
aes to point out needy areas 
in the Sunday School program was 
presented by Mr. Willard Erickson, 
a specialist in the field of indus- 
trial relations. The decision to con- 
tinue the study of this project in- 
dicates Sunday School leaders’ will- 
ingness to open their eyes to every 
paom criticism and avenue of 

provement. There is hope that 
such a program may enable the 
top leaders help the local lead- 
ership determine their needs and 
how they can plan to meet them. 
These national: leaders were well 
aware of the fact that it is one 
thing for them to be alert to needs, 


and another thing to have the 
local churches alert to these needs.

Although the perennial slogan of 
the National Sunday School Asso- 
ciation is “Revitalizing the Sunday 
Schools of America” it was deter- 
mined that a current theme con- 
tinuing through 1960 with annual 
adaptations would be “Christ for 
the Millions .. . NOW!” 

Dr. Edwin J. Potts, NSSA edi- 
torial assistant, in his message on 
“The Home and the Sunday School” 
reminded the leaders of the im- 
amg yess of keeping the Sunday 

chool and church family- 
conscious in all its pereem plan- 
ning. He stated that many of our 

rograms defeat their own purpose 

y dividing rather than unifying 
the family. 


SOLUTIONS SUMMARIZED 

Dr. Risley summarized the four- 
day conference by saying, “We 
must have a balanced up-to-date 
program in which all aspects of 
Christian education are manned 
and planned with unity and with 
the pastor taking more than an 
active interest, through vigorous 
leadership. In order that this may 
be done better we must strengthen 
the ties between the local church, 
the denominations, all Christian 
schools, and NSSA. Together we 
may expect to make great strides 
os ~ iioeae alone we shall be de- 
eated.

A new version of the Bible has 
appeared in Capetown, South 
Africa, in which the Song of Solo- 
mon has been rewritten comply 
with the country’s stringent seg- 
regation laws. The version is 
South African Dutch, who have en- 
acted what are perhaps the stern- 
est color laws in the world. 

The established version of Song 
of Solomon 1:5 describing the 
“Rose of Sharon—lily of the valley” 
reads: “I am black but comely, O 
ye daughters of Jerusalem. .. .” 
The revised Afrikaans Bible gives 
Solomon’s desired one a healthy 
tan. It reads: “I am comely, and 
burnt brown by the sun... .”

WASHINGTON, D. C.—(RNS)— 
The Internal Revenue Service said 
ag that a age ae ge + ype 

parsonage rent-free but pays 
for his utilities can deduct the cost 
of these utilities for income 
p if a part of his salary is 
set aside as a “housing allowance.”

Anglican Theologian Asks 
“Will Spacemen Need Christ?” 


One of*the most provocative art- 
icles in any religious publication 
since the Russians launched their 
pone a orgy satellite appeared 
recently in the Anglican Theologi- 
cal Review. Theologian James M. 
Malloch wrote that all of the ques- 
tions in Christology raised by the 
Ossibility of millions of other in- 
abited planets in the universe are 
ust as real as they are speculative. 
ey are more staggering, Dr. Mal- 
loch believes, than the religious 
problems created by the theory of 
evolution in the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. He raised the 
question of whether the church will 
need to provide missionaries for 
Mars, and wondered if the space- 
man will need Christ. 

Dr. Malloch came to no con- 
clusions in his brief article, but he 
did ask some very important ques- 
tions. For instance he wrote: 

“Due to advancing astronomical 
knowledge, theologians are begin- 

to be aware of a very big 


roblem. ... What has God done 
redeem those beings inhabiting 
other planets or do they need re- 


demption like the human race? 


“. . . We can imagine that God 
incarnates Himself in conscious in- 
telligent life on other planets, as 
He has done for this planet (but) 
this introduces a new idea into 
Christianity. ... idea would 
stretch the incarnation astronomi- 
cally. It also staggers the Chris- 
tian imagination. ... It is not 
easy to think of a million Bethle- 
hems and a million Golgothas.... 

Dr. Malloch ventured a solution: 
“... Is it possible that in the Bible 
there is implicit a doctrine of uni- 
versal salvation, which is being 


made explicit in our time by as- 
tronomy, making earth the cosmic 
altar and Jesus the cosmic sacri- 
ficial victim? Does the unity of cre- 
ation and providence imply a unity 
of redemption also?” 

Finally, Dr. Malloch raised an- 
other question: “If we reach Mars 
will we be under obligation to 
evangelize it? Does the Great 
Commission of Matthew 28:18-20 
extend beyond our planet earth? 
Or if we found another faith on 
Mars, would we have to accept it 
as the gift of God to another planet 
with which we had no business 
whatever to interfere? If we moved 
to Mars to live permanently, would 
we be obligated to accept for our- 
selves the God-given religion we 
found there or would we be ex- 
pected to remain permanently 
Christians anywhere in the uni- 
verse, because we are human?” 

The article concludes with a 
challenge: “Theologians have han- 
dled successfully, I think, the prob- 
lems in Christianity raised succes- 
sively by Copernicus, Galileo and 
Darwin. Let them now tackle the 
serious theological problem raised 
by Mars.” 


U.S. Census Bureau Release 
Report on Mixed Marriages 
A further report’ based on a sam- 
pling last year by the U.S. Census 
ureau, when it was testing the 


possibility of including a question 
concerning religious preference, in- 


dicates that six per cent of the 
married yt in the U.S. have 
different religious faiths. 


The estimate of marital status 
os — aes are = million 
es where partners are 
Protestant, 8.3 millon Roman 
Catholic, and 1.2 million Jewish. In 
mixed marriages, there are 2,255,- 
000 between a otestant and a 
Catholic; 57,000 between a Protes- 
tant and a Jew; and 41,000 between 
a Catholic and a Jew. 

Contrary to pular belief, the 
survey showed that Roman Cath- 
olic families are not larger than 
Protestant ones. It indicated that 
66.2 r cent of the population 
identify themselves as Protestants 
and have 68.8 per cent of the chil- 
dren under 14. About 25.7 per cent 
are Roman Catholics and have 26.5 
per cent of the children. About 3.2 
per cent are Jewish, with only 2.5 
per cent of the children. 


Washington Post Hits Jesuit — 
Public Aid Bid 


Jesuit proposals for federal aid 
to all education, if they represent 
the Roman Catholic Church as a 
whole, could doom any federal aid 
program. This point was contained 
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in an editorial fon’ Post, ‘Th poomeliy 
in the Wash Post, 
torial attacke roposal a 
earlier in the aneeed by 28 Jesuit 
college presidents. The Jesuit pro- 
urther endanger two prin- 
ciples, the Post said — those of 
separation of church and state and 
of independence of private schools. 

Jesuit college presidents an- 
nounced their proposal that money 
in President Eisenhower’s current 
program for federal aid for scien- 
tific education be distributed across 
the board to all educational in- 
stitutions. Speaking in favor of 
federal aid to education but against 
aid to private and sectarian schools, 
the Post editorial said: “Their (the 
Jesuit) oe of federal aid to 
private schools is disastrous and 
could, if they speak for the Catholic 
Church as a whole, irretrievably 
doom any federal aid program.” 

The Post editorial declared that 
the federal government could not 
aid sectarian schools without “de- 
manding of them a conformity, al- 
ready given by the public schools, 
4 the idea of free schooling for 

ae to commonly ac- 
cepte doctrines of education and 
to the principle of separation of 
church and state.” The paper then 
asked, “Could church schools . 
accept aid from Caesar without 
rendering a good deal unto Caesar 
in return?” 

In a word of caution to those 
proposing federal aid “for all in- 
stitutions,” t he Post said “they 
open up a controversy involvin 
complex questions of constitutio: 
law and fundamental principles of 
the American political system.” The 
Post valued very highly the place 
of independent and parochial 
schools in this country. It pointed 
out that their distinctive contri- 
bution had been made largely be- 
cause of their independence and 
freedom from government control. 
“That independence,” concluded 
the editorial, “ought not to be com- 
promised in an effort which —_ 
operate, as it has done in the 
only to deprive public schoo mot 
aid which they desperately need 
and are entitled to receive.” 


NEW YORK — Four additional 
U.S. publishing firms have been au- 
thorized to publish the Revised 
Standard Version of the Bible, 
starting in 1962, and a contract 
with a fifth is in negotiation. This 
step by the National Council of 
Churches, which holds the co y. 
right on the R.S.V., will end 
monopoly which Thomas Nelson 
and Sons have had on the printing 
of the new Bible version. The de- 
velopment results from increasing 
use of the version. Since 1952 near- 
ly 6 million copies of the R.S.V. Bi- 
ble have been sold, a 3% million 
copies of the R.S.V. New Testament.

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Moscow Radio Complains 
of Religion’s Increasing 
Influence 


The Moscow Radio, in a German- 
language broadcast, complained 
that young Germans living in the 
USSR are becoming increasingly 
influenced by religion. It blamed 
the situation on the Komsomol, the 
Communist youth organization, 
which, it said, fails to provide them 
with interesting ways of spending 
their free time. As a result, the 
station said, these young people 
either “drift to drink, or allow 
themselves to be enticed into places 
of worship where they are diverted 
into a superstitious, religion-ridden 
way of life.” 


Minneapolis Pastor Reports 
Russian Self-Confidence 
Growth 


The people of Moscow are not at 
all inclined to gloat over their 
sputniks and other scientific ac- 
complishments, Dr. Reuben K. 
Youngdahl reported on his return 
from a visit the Russian capi- 
tal. “Invariably it was I who 
brought up the subject,” he said. 
“And they were hesitant to talk 
to an American about it.” Dr. 
Youngdahl, pastor of Mount Olive 
Lutheran church, Minneapolis, said 
this was not because they fear their 
police. “Rather,” he said, “they 
were afraid of the reaction of an 
American.” 

He explained, “The Russians I 
o— to are desperately afraid 
that their sputniks may lead to an 
arms race with the United States, 
and an eventual war. Everyone I 
spoke to soft-pedaled the military 
implications of their satellites.” The 
Russian men-in-the-street, the 
clergyman added, are terribly wor- 
ried about America’s military build- 
up. And their rulers don’t let them 
forget the American ae ore | bases 
all around them, he pointed out. 

However, the Russians’ self- 
confidence has grown since his last 
visit two years ago, Dr. Youngdahl 
observed. “Over and over they told 
me that they will conquer the 
world by peaceful means. They 
point to their progress and the way 
they are catching up with us, and 
say it won’t be too long.” 


LONDON — A member of the 
British Parliament, returning from 
Russia, reported an odd complaint 
against the Baptists in Russia. He 
said an organ of the Communist 

outh organization labelled Bap- 
ists as Yeon mg dangerous, for 
among them the laymen are also 
evangelists.” The paper complained 
that “every Russian Baptist tries 
pa at least one adherent to his 
faith.”
